E V, Lucas was a no' cd English 
publisher. and many of his pub- i 
Hailed books have given both Joy 
and profit to me over the years. Bul 
had he been merely a publisher of 
Ixioks, his name would have mean! 
no more than the names of many 
others, who have enriched the world 
with their published output, Lucas, 
however, was, in turn a great and 
fascinating essayist, and hr Is p re­ 
served to posterity with scores of 
books in lits own wriling 
Mr. Lucas was an authority on 
Charles Lamb, and wrote the be** 
book on nanib that has bern w ritten 
—* two volumes on Ids life and two 
on his letters, and a great work It 
is. But. in addition fie wrote many 
and many a small volume of essays, 
I have a dozen or more on my li­ 
brary shelves, and 
t h e y h a v e 
brought great Joy to me over the 
years Most of them were published 
in England, however, and are not 
easy to procure In America 
In the reading of one of these 
charm ing essays by Mr. Lucas.
